H confers no 
avoruoa produceraof any kind, whether 
of the farm, the workshop or the mine, 
or if they jjet nominally more dollars 
or their products then the reduced 
dollar would have only one-half the 
purchasing power of tbe gold dollars, 
f he great hardship of this policy would 
fall upon work ing men, skilled or un- 
skilled, whose daily wages measured by 
the present standard is higher than any 
country in the world. Their wages will 
aurrhase more of tbe necessaries of life 
ban tbe wasjes presented by the silver 
aborer anywhere outside of tbe United 
^tatea. 


It ia a false pretense that the cheap-

KILLED BY A WHEEL. 


Fatal Accident at the Horseshoe 


Bend Vineyard. 


A letter to the REPITDLICAS from Coul 


terville, Mariposa county,., announces 
the death of Lee nice, blacksmith and 
engineer at the Horse a hoe-Bond vine- 
yard, near that town on May 27th. Mr 
Bice was looking after a turbine wheel 
used for pumping water for irrigation, 
and by some means hia clothing caught 
on the shaft of the wheel, which was re- 
volving 200 times A minute, and death 
probably resulted instantly, as his neck 
was dislocated. 


No one was present when the acci-

ior precluding vegetable decomposition. 
The discovery was made some time ago, 
and was the outcome ol a conversation 
on the preservation of meat by borax.

some cherries, and tlie result was so sat- 
isfactory that a car of cherries was 
uacked'in boraxand shipped to Chicago, 
where Ihey were disposed of at high 
prices owing to their good condition.

Prompted by theee facts, aR he said,

A few days after tho arrest 
Ragsdatb appeared before Justice St. 
John and asked to have 
the eases 


apiunst Gutte and the two women dis- 
missed. He eaid that he did not think 
aullicient evidence to convict could lie 
secured. Raitsdale alao offered to pay 
the costs accrued in tho eases. 


Judge St. John took the matter under 


advisement. AH the complaining wit- 
ness had decided not to prodecute the 
case and as ho would pay the costs the 
case was dismissed. 


Kagsdale waa interviewed by a I.E. 


1'um.iCAX reporter concerning the mat- 
ter. He eaid that he bad deeiretl to 
prosecute the ease, but the district at- 
torney's office, Justice Ht. John, Consta- 
ble Albiu and Policeman Russell hail all 
advised that the case be dropped; that 
to prosecute thees three and allow sb 
many other people of tlie same class to 
go unmolested was uot right. He had 
yielded to the advice of his superiors. 


Policeman ItiiPsell waa seen, and de- 


nied that he hud advised Raged tile to 
dismiss the cases. Uugedalu hud asked 
him for an opinion on the matter, and 
the policeman answered by telling Rags- 
daie to do aa be pleased, as he was tlie 
one wbo had sworn out the warranty. 


Constable Albin stated that he had 


never talked to RagHdale about the mat- 
ter. All he knew waa that Ragedale 
came ami paid him the constable costs 
in the case. 


Justice Kt. John also denied that he 


had in any way advised Ragedale lo 
drop tht* case. RagHdale citme of 1m 
own accord and wanted the case dis- 
missed. Ragsdaln never conferred wit! 
the District Attorney's otlice in thia 
matter. While Justice St. John had 
the dismissal under advisement he had 
a talk with Deputy District Attorney 
Jones. The judge was not in favor of 
dismissing tbe case, but us Rat-ad ale 
would not prosecute, ho thought he 
would have to do so. Jones advised tbe 
justice to use his own judgment in the 
matter. He could 'dismiss such a case 
if he wanted to. In no way Had the 
District Attorney's office suggested that 
the matter be dropped.

Meat and Shoes. 


From the R.tot Ami Shu,1 He<-orJt-r. 


Tlie news from proilucing points show 


conclusively that the preterit high price 
of meats ie not the result of any "com- 
biue" or "trust," but is the natural re- 
bull of the unreniuuerutive prices which 
have ruled during the last few years. 
Cattle raisera have found that it has 
cost more to raisft live stock than it 
would bring in the market. They very 
prudently, therefore, refrained from 
raising cattle. No man does business 
for fun, and the farmers and stock men 
of the country knew that there was no 
protit selling cattle on the hoof for less 
than it cost in food and care to raise 
them. The consequence of such a course 
in every part of Uie. country has been to 
cause a shortage in cattle, and with a. 
shortage naturally comes a higher price, 
That in the trouble today. Not enough 
live stock for meat. Meat is therefore 
high. The poor nian,and the ricbumn, 
too, feel the advance. 


There in another point which presents 


itaelf in this connection. 


That is the question of footwear. 
While nearly every thing else is falling 


in price, shoes are dearer than ever. 
The reason ia tine. The higher meat is, 
the lees there is sold. The less there is 
sold, the less number of hides are avail- 
able. !No one raises live stock for the 
hides. 


They are plenty or scarce aa meat is 


in demand or not. This scarcity of 
hides makes pi-ices high. In fact prices 
today are more than double what they 
were a year ago. Every grade of leather 
is from 40 to 70 per cent higher than 
last year, and this is making itseli 
strongly felt in the 
manufacture ol 


shoes. 


The cost of shoes depends upon the 


price of leather-and the price of labor 
The latter has been much reduced ol 
late, and has led to many strikes and 
lockouts. The cost of material, aa has 
beeu shown, averages more than 50 per 
cent 
advance. Therefore shoes are

Dried Fruit Agency is an organi/ation 
ju=t established embracing representa- 
tives of all tbe fruit unions of tbe 
county. Tbe purpose is to sell the fruit 
of the local growers upon a more econ- 
omical and systematic basis. A repre- 
eentative was sent Eaat today to estab- 
lish selling ayencies, which alone will 
handle the produce of the growers rep- 
resented in the various unions. Fully 
00 per cent of the fruit of the valley will 
tbua be disposed oi with a great saving 
to the producer. It ia thought thai 
fruit uniona from other sections of tLe 
state will join in the plan." 


This is in line with the efforts being 


uiade in this valley to have the growfert 
establish their own co-operative associ- 
ations, and then join and place their 
goods in tbe hands of tbe Co-operative 
Packers' Association to sell, an associa- 
tion which baa been organized by the 
repreeentatives of four of the co-opera- 
tive associations iu Ibis valley for tbe 
purpose of placing uuder the absolute 
control of this association all of the rai- 
sina and dried fruits which are handled 
by tbe different co-operative packing 
companies in this valley; giving to the 
growers through their own representa- 
tive on the board of directors cf the asso- 
ciation the absolute control of their goods 
until Bold. This association will work 
in unison with the California Dried 
Fruit Agency iu regard to the estab- 
lishment of prices on similar kinds of 
dried fruita which are produced in the 
Santa Ciara Valley as in this valley. 


There is no reasou why 90 par cent 


of the raisins and dried fruit produced 
in this valley cannot be thua brought 
under the control of the association, 
and in this way enable the grower to 
save an immense amount of money by 
reducing expenses, both at this end of 
the line and in the east; at tliia eiid of 
the line by having fewer m«n to conduct 
the Eame amount of business, and in 
the east by eliminating competition 
from among ourselves by having fewer 
selling agencies. 


Aa it is now there are eight or ten 


commission packers who have their rep- 
resentatives in the east, and you will 
find tbat in a town of 75,000 or 100,000 
people there are from eight to ten 
brokers, all representing different pack- 
ing companies, and each oue hammer- 
ing at the trade tryinc to induce them 
to purchase from him, and continually 
making concessions to the buyer for the 
purpose of making a sale. Whereas, 
with the raieins and dried fruits all un- 
der tbe rontrol of a central selling asso- 
ciation there will be simply one broker 
in each city, soliciting orders from the 


:is#ured. Tl.e committees are working 
bard, and arrangements are nearing 
i-ompletion.

wrong. Her boy, he said, ia not 6 yeara 
old, but nearly 11. Olie waa only de- 
fending his little aiater from tbe colored 
boy, who was trying to strike her with 
a glass bottle. In tbe fracas he never 
touched the boy's band?. 


Shortly after this occurred Mr. Goth 


aaw Mrs. Bell and told her of her boy's 
actions. At that time she did not pay 
anything of a broken finger, although 
she had just come from home.

T then visited poatmastere, ac 
countante, hankers, etc., find with one 
exception—Mr. Price—they agiecd with 
me.
